“Well.” he said, “ma'am, I read that book and all of a sudden 
something wonderful happened to me. I believe Jesus Christ is 
alive now just the same as He was in the Bible story times, for as 
I read this book, I am sure He touched me. 

“Suddenly, quicker than I can tell you about it, I felt happy 
inside of my heart and everything changed. The whole world became 
different. Why, I was set free before the American Army came. I 
was set free from myself, which was the greatest prison I was 
ever in.”

WHAT HAD HAPPENED TO HIM? That a tremendous change 
had taken place in him is obvious. At the precise moment when his 
emotion and mental! attitudes were favorable, a book able to affect 
his thoughts came into his hands. So a spiritual experience took 
place and everything changed.

This thing called spiritual experience, plus the practicing of the 
simple techniques of the Christian faith, produces the thought 
changes which make for happiness and successful living. 


By changing your thoughts, you can also change situations 
and changing some situations is a requisite to success and hap- 
piness. You can develop an almost incredible power that will 
help you in crisis, where otherwise you would surely fail. 


We put too much dependence upon methods other than those of a 
spiritual nature to give us force and strength. We have not yet 
learned to believe in the astounding power of spiritual force. 


On an early-morning train running from Cedar Rapids to Chi- 


cago, I happened to meet the famous Negro singer, Roland Hayes. 
We had what was—for me, at least—one of the most stimulating 
conversational experiences in my life. The talk turned to religion, 
the consuming interest of the singer. 

Without question, he is not only one of the truly great singers 
of our time, but one of our noblest spiritual geniuses as well. He has 
sung before President and Kings and before acclaiming audiences in 
many lands, but he remains a simple, unaffected disciple of the 


King of Kings. 

He told me that it is his custom as he begins a program to 
stand quietly for a minute by the piano as the vast audience 
waits. He closes his eyes and prays, saying: “Lord, as I sing, 
please blot Roland Hayes out. Let the people see only Thee.” 


There is a phrase in the New Testament which is very graphic 
and which portrays what takes place in this process. “If any man 
be in Christ, he is a new creature: Old things are passed away;

will stand trial in VU. S. District 
Court for the flogging of seven 
Negroes was up to Judge Frank A.

Shorn of legal wording, the 
questions posed for Judge Hooper 
in the technical arguments were: 

Whether the whipping of the 
Negroes is a matter of assault and 
battery to be taken up in a State 
court. or a violation of U. S. civil 
righis. 

Whether Dade County Sheriff 
John W. Lynch and three of his 
deputies conspired with eight pri- 
vate citizens to deprive the Ne- 
groes of their rights under ‘color 
of Jaw” is a proper charge under 
present laws. 

Whether private citizens cay aid 
and abet State officers in depriv- 
ing citizens of their rights under 
color of State authority. 

Judge Hooper said he would try 
to have an answer to the ques- 
fions when court convenes at 9: 30 
a. m. today.

The plan for a food bank—a re- 
volving fund which Dodd proposed 
to call the “International Commod- 
ity Clearing House,” was drafted 
by a committee of FAO experts 
six months ago. 

Its capital then was reckoned at 
possibly $5,000,000,000, mostly to 
be put up by the United States. 
But Doctd cut the estimate by 80 
percent—down to $1,000,000,000— 
this might make the plan more 
palatable to Congress, which 
would have to pass on U. S. par- 
ticipation.

The B-29 Grounded To Stay? 


Atlanta and Georgia have a special 
interest in the B-29, which now has been 
grounded. Our guess is the order will 
Stick. The B-29 is finished. 

The huge plant which rose near Smyrna 
and Marietta was one of several erected in 
a hurry to produce the bomber necessary 
to reach Japan. When it was being de- 
signed the idea was it might be needed to 
bomb Europe. The belief then was Brit- 
ain would not survive and would surely 
be occupied. 

The B-29 had “bugs” from the begin- 
ning. It was under-powered. The throttle 
was so set that when at cruising speed 
_ the fuel mixture contained too much gaso- 
line and not enough air. The result was 
that if kept at one speed for any length 
of time it ran the motors hot and fire was 
possible. 

Because of this, and the trouble which 
began from the time the plane was tested, 
it was never able to do the full bombing 
job planned for it. It could not take the 


load and the altitude. Fortunately, fire 
bombs were extensively used and for this 
the B-29 proved ideal. It did bombing, 
of course, but the risk was great. 

Since the war extra power has been 
added and the fuel injection system 
changed. But because of the cutback in 
Air Force funds by the defense office it 
was necessary to abandon new designs 
and bring the B-29s out of storage. The 
result, even with modifications, has not 
been happy. 

The B-29 is likely out to stay, unless 
used in weather scouting and other tasks 
in which load is not a factor. And even in 
some planes used as weather scouts en- 
gines have been torn out. 

The B-29 was never the success -the 
Flying Fortress was. The B-17 was a great 
aircraft. The B-29 design is good, but it 
will have to be built around another pow- 
er plan, in the opinion of experts. 

So the odds are the B-29 is grounded 


lo stay. 


The Government Fares Best 


Stockholders, who have been paid 
about $365,000,000 in dividends this year 
by General Motors, are not the only ones 
who share in the company’s prosperity. 


In fact, Uncle Sam, whose fingers are 
in the pockets of every business and indi- 
vidual, is treated—or treats himself—even 
more kindly. For General Motors, accord- 
ing to figures compiled by the U. S. News 
& World Report, will pay $452,000,000 in 
income taxes to the Federal Government. 
And stockholders, who under our double- 


taxation laws must pay again on their 
dividends, will add another $79,000,000 to 
the Treasury’s till. That is a total of about 
$531,000,000 the Government will get di- 
rectly from General Motors and doesn’t 
include excise taxes on the products the 
company sells—amounting to $279,000,000 
—license fees and many other local taxes. 
While General Motors hasn’t fared at 
all badly, the stockholders who furnish the 
necessary capital for equipment and oper- 
ation come in a bad second to the Govern- 
ment when the profits are distributed.

Evidence of this is to be found in several 
noteworthy expressions and revelations that have 
come from the White House and other official 

‘ces of late. 

E for th thing, President Truman disclosed at 
his most recent press conference that he sees no 
necessity for moving a part or all of the Govern- 
ment out of Washington in the jnear future be- 
cause of the possibility of atomic attack. He was 
emphatic in saying that the Federal budget for 
next year will contain no request for funds to 
disperse Government activities over a wide area 
as protection against such an attack. 

About the same time Secretgry of Defense 
Louis Johnson revealed that he is hopeful of 
paring the budget of the armed services by 
$2,000,000,000 next year. This year’s defense 
budget amounts to $15,000,000,000. 

Obviously our military leaders and Govern. 
ment heads would not be planning such a drastic 
reduction in defense expenditures if any serious 
war signs still appeared on the horizon. Nor 
would the President be giving cool talk to the 
idea of Government dispersal, if there appeared 
to be any danger of becoming involved in a war 
with Russia. 


It may be possible to see some connection 
between these disclosures and still a third 
- highly interesting revelation just made by 
Senator Edwin C. Johnson, Democrat, Colora- 
do, who is a member of the Joint Congres- 
sional Atomic Energy Committee. In an 
appearance before a television audience the 
other day, he made known the following in- 
formation, labeled by himself as “top secret”’: 


First, that American atomic scientists have al- 
ready developed a bomb “that has six times the 
effectiveness of the bomb we dropped at Naga- 
saki,” which marked a great improvement over 
the first one we dropped on Hiroshima. 

Second, that our scientists are working, and 
“have made considerable progress” on what is 
known as a “super bomb,” with “1,000 times” 
the effect of the Nagasaki weapon. 

Third, that they have also made considerable 
progress on finding some way of detonating an 
enemy bomb before it arrives at the target. 

These are the first such revelations of the 
kind made my anyone officiaNy informed or con- 
nected with the United States atomic energy pro- 
gtam. Some mystery attaches to the reason Sen. 


Arnall when he was Governor, with mak- 
ing possible the new rate structure.

The South has been at a disadvantage 
in freight rates for 63 years.

Johnson may have had in making the disclosures. 
It is inconceivable that he could have done so 
without first consulting the White House or top 
line defense officials. 

But whatever may have prompted him to 
make known this highly important information, 
it does seem to offer some link with the assur- 
ance the President and the Secretary of Defense 
have tended to give about the war clouds of the 
past several years dissipating. 


Perhaps it is that we are now so far ad- 
vaneed in the development of atomic weap- 
ons, both offense and defense, that our mili- 
tary feaders are no longer concerned with 
the possibility of some nation making war 
on us. It could be that we wanted the Rus- 
sians to know how far we have advanced, 
and that Sen. Johnson was used as the 
vehicle for letting them know. Fe is not a 
person to go off half cocked on a matter 
without being informed of the facts. And, of 
course, as a member of the Joint Congres- 
sional Atomic Energy Committee, he has 
access to top secret information which is 
available to only a limited few. 


Our concern over war threats with the USSR 
reached a peak during the period of operations of 
the Berlin airlift. Since then the situation has 
greatly improved. The men of the Kremlin re- 
lieved the tension when they lifted the ban on 
our movements to and from our occupied zone 
of Berlin. . 

With the exception of a firm commitment on 

international coritrol of the atom bomb, we ap- 
pear to be on the threshold of a long period of 
permanent world peace which President Truman 
has set as his goal. The Russians have shown 
themselves to be difficult*to get along with in the 
adjustment of the many postwar problems arising 
in Europe, but thus far they have shown a dis- 
position to stop short of war in everything. 
' Although they may have acquired the secret of 
A-bomb construction, as indicated by the atomic 
bomb which President Truman revealed has 
been set off in Russia, the bomb which they have 
presumably developed must be of the initial in- 
ferior type, according to our scientists, and far 
less effective than the weapons we now have. 
Knowing this, they now may be more willing to 
enter into agreements for international controls. 
When that comes about it should mark the begin. 
ning of a real era of peace.

Disarmament and ‘Economy 


WASHINGTON—The American disarmament program entered 
a new stage last week, with the reduction of naval aviation by 35 
squadrons. The bland announcement by the Defense Department 
emphasized the resulting economies. No mention was made of the 
more important fact, that wartime control of the Mediterranean 
has probably now been cast away. 

This sacrifice upon the twin altars of business-as-usua] and 
political expediency in turn involves another, even deeper issue. 
which the Defense Department also signally failed to discuss. 
Having cast away the chance to hold the Mediterranean, we may 
also have disastrously reduced the value of our strategic air arm. 
Effects The effects of these latest economies are easily demon- 

strated. Although most people assume that the stra- 
tegic air arm is entirely composed of “intercontinental” B-36s, 10 


of the 14 strategic air groups are actually equipped with planes of 


much lesser range—modified B-29s and B-50s at present. In order 
to attack targets within the Russian land mass, these 10 strategic 
alr groups must operate from overseas bases. 

As everyone knows by now, B-29 and B-50 groups have been 
stationed at British bases ever since the peak moment of interna- 
tional tension, in 1947. Very few people understand, however, that 
these British bases meet only about one-third of the total require- 
ment. This is because only the most westerly of the Soviet indus- 
trial centers are within reasonable range from airfields in Britain. 


_ t Owing to the wartime and postwar transfers of Soviet 
arge S industry, the more important target systems are now 
in the Urals and beyond the Urals. In order to reach and hit these 
distant vital centers, it is necessary to have bases in North Africa. 
the Middle East, and perhaps even northern India. 

The requirement for North African and Middle Eastern bases 
inevitably establishes a secondary requirement, for wartime control 
of the Mediterranean. For if the Mediterranean is totally unde- 
fended, any bases in the Middle East or North Africa will obviously 
be untenable. 

The bases we need are freely available. Our own Air Force is 
already using Tripoli and Dahran in Arabia. The British hold 
Cyrenaica. And it is understood on the best authority that the 
Egyptian government long ago intimated to Adm. Richard Conolly, 
Commander in the Eastern Atlantic and Mediterranean, that there 
would be no objection to the establishment of American air bases 
on Egyptian soil. In short, the only difficulty is to hold the needed 
bases, once they are secured and made ready. 

For this purpose, the late Secretary of De- 


Forrestal Plan fense, James V. Forrestal, included the main- 
tenance of 16 ready aircraft carriers in his plans, when he made 
his great effort in 1948 to persuade President Truman to give us 
real defense. The 16 carriers, it must be understood, were to be 
paid for within the total outlay of $16,900.000,000, which Forresta! 
fruitlessiy urged the President to approve. 

Besides providing a minimum of carrier aviation for the Pacific, 
and allowing for vessels under repair, the Forrestal plans were to 
put eight carriers into the Mediterranean in time of war. With a 
force of eight carriers, it was considered possible to keep the 
Mediterranean open from Gibraltar to Suez, and to hold the African 
shore. But with the immensely reduced carrier force that will 
result from the economies of Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson, 
nothing of the sort will be conceivably possible. 


E It is tragic that Adm. Arthur W. Radford did not present 
ITOI his case against Sec. Johnson in these terms, instead of 
making a blunderbtss attack on the whole idea of a strategic air 
arm, and on the entire defense concept of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
No doubt the case has just been forcibly presented to Sec. Johnson 
by Adm. Forrest Sherman, who is actually proving the most effec- 
tive advocate the Navy has had since the war. But presentations 
within the Defense Department do not remedy the inherent vice 
of the present situation. 

This vice is that the security of the United States, and the safety 
of the free world, are being daily impaired; yet smart talk of 
economy is all the explanation we get. Surely we have, as a 
people, a sort of minimum right to know what is being done to us.

The skull has filled out in front in the 
ages since, and supposedly bright thoughts 
move around in it. But because of one 
gadget our smart fellows have devised all 
we can think of to do is to duck back into 
the cave again. From cave back to cave in 
20,000 years, more or less. There’s progress 
for you. 


Then, reading on down in your news story 
about the AEC report, you find that, to hit the 
White House and other buildings in that area— 
which, incidentally, include the Carnegie Endow- 
ment for International Peace and the Red Cross 
——a bomb probably’ would be dropped at the cor- 
ner of two specified streets. The explosion, the 
AEC report says in its coldly formal language, 
“would crush or render unusable the ordinary 
load-bearing brick wali dwellings for a distance 
of 7,000 or 8,000 feet from ground zero.” Then 
you remember that your little brick house tor 
your small family is only a few blocks away, 
much less than “7,000 or 8,000 feet from ground 
zero,’ and that would take care of that very 
neatly.

All Income Now Is at Congress’ Mercy 


WASHINGTON—HEighteen State legislatures by formal resolution have requested Congress to call 


a convention to start amending the Constitution to limit the income tax to 25 percent. 
tax and the gift tax also would be held to 25 percent. 


( The estate 
Since their ratification of this resolution, 


the Legislatures of Illinois and Iowa have revoked their action, leaving the score at 16 States still 


on the side of limitation. 

They are: Wyoming, Rhode Island, Muissis- 
sippi, Maine, Massachusetts, Michigan, Indiana, 
Arkansas, Delaware, Pennsylvania, Texas, Wis- 
consin, Alabama, Kentucky, New Jersey and New 


Hampshire. e 
The great purpose here is to revoke the abso- 


lute power of Congress to seize all the income of 
all the citizens and all business, at any time. 


The amendment now proposed also con- 
siders the safety of several states which are 
losing sovereignty as the Federal Govern- 
ment, with its enormous demands on the 
earnings of the country, nevertheless taps 
new sources, leaving less and less for state 
taxation. The Federal method is to grab as 
much as possible and kick back some of it 
to the States as largess from the National 
Government. 


Senators, Congressmen, Governors and other 
State political bosses boast to the voters of the 
amounts which they have wheedled out of Wash- 
ington. They forget to add, however, that if the 
Federal Government didn’t hog the sources of 
revenue which rightfully belong to the States, 
the States wouldn't need Federal handouts. They 
forget to add, also, that only those who appease 
the Federal Administration in its expansion are 
able to deliver the handouts.- 

In this connection, the American Taxpayers’ 
Association, a nonprofit society which has pro- 
moted the new amendment in most cases to date, 
quotes from the wisdom of Franklin D. Roose- 
velt. 

When he was Governor of New York, Roose- 
velt complained as follows: “This ver) week, I 
have recommended to the Legislature four sources 
of additional revenue. ~ Neither I nor the Legis- 
lature has any knowledge whether the Federal! 
Government, a month or two hence, may or may 
not impose taxes on these same sources. If the 
State were to allocate new tax sources to the 
cities, counties and towns, the whole system 
could .be destroyed by a sudden taxing of these 
same sources by Washington.” 

During his long reign, Roosevelt reversed him- 
self not only by higher Federa) taxes from new 
sources, which thus were lost to the States, but 
by a systematic disparagement of the integrity 
and importance of the States. The Marxian so- 
cialistic society called Americans for Democratic 


Action, now argues vigorously that the States 
should abandon their identity and powers to the 
Federal Government. ADA even argues that the 
United States in turn should dissolve into a vast 
new world of the future. The form of Govern- 
ment of this new unity would be that of Soviet 
Russia for the first few aeons. 


The totality of congressional power over 
all the income 2f all the people and all their 
corporate and mutual activities, including 
even church revenues, has not been appre- 
ciated. Individuals confronted with the fact 
that they have absolutely no constitutional 
right to retain any of their earnings have 
been shocked and at first incredulous. Never- 
theless, the Sixteenth Amendment, by its fail- 
ure to set any limit on the income taxes, 
plainly holds that the American citizen is a 
slave to Congress. The portion of earnings 
which the citizen retains after he pays his 
income tax is his by the generosity of Con- 
gress, not by right because he earned it. 
Congress can take it all. Congress is the 
master. Only constitutional limitation can 
free the citizen. It is strange that the people 
were not alarmed by the absolute disaster to 
them which this Amendment imposed by 
stealth, but they were not. .They actually 
took no interest whatever. 


The method of amendment chosen here is 
laborious and might take a long time. Even after 
two thirds of the legislatures, or 32, have re- 
quested Congress to start things going, the pro- 
posed new amendment must go back over the 
weary round of the States and must be approved 
by 36, or three fourths of them.

“For instance, in 1900 the life 
expectancy in this country was 
49 years. In 1945 it had jumped 
to 66 vears, Thirty percent of 
persons now 65 owe their sur- 
vival to advances in medical sci- 
ence made in their lifetime.

You 
don’t have to have them if you 
don’t want them: Infantile diar- 
rhea, dysentary, tetanus, diph- 
theria, smallpox, yellow fever, 
malaria, typhus, typhoid fever, 
measles, scurvy, Rickets, pella- 
gra. 

“Within the last few years, 
pneumonia, diabetes, pernicious 
anemia, mastoiditis, and a host 
of deadly infections like menin- 
gitis have joined the list of dis- 
eases under fair control.”

Or Matrimony?

Poor informed modern youth! Poor 


» little belles choosing their mates scientif- 
ically! Poor little boys burdened with eugenics, responses, 
and Kinsey, not to mention bills and budgets! 


We must have reduced the whole idea of marriage to more of 
a merger than matrimony. We have snatched out moonlight and 
given our lovers a textbook in its place. 


Kids know so much about choosing a husband that they couldn’t 
possibly marry anybody they adore... they just wouldn’t have 
all the specifications the course sets out. We have made it so 
complicated that except for the Gretna Green affairs, it probabls 
looks a lot easier just to be a bachelor or a bachelor’s girl. 


There are specific rules for everything the youngsters are likely 
to encounter, and they are taught most often by people who have 
never been wed themselves. It is easier that way. Avoids com- 
plications ... likewise contradictions. 

What we could not print in books and send unexpurgated 
through the United States mail, we have photographed and 
put on the silver screen and labeled it, “For young things 
only.” These films are so illustrative that they guarantee no 
romances for at least a year. The two sexes can’t stand 
each other. 

In all seriousness, there is much to be said for the classes in 
marriage and the family, but there is a lot to be said against some 
of them too. We are turning high explosives, divinely labeled 
“handled with love.” over to indifferent counse!lors in cold class- 
rooms or marriage forums, and at the very least can be charged 
with oversimplifying complexities . . . or confusing simplicities. 

I don’t know how much can be left to instinct and decency and 
romantic ardor and how much has to be provided by early environ- 
ment and attitude, but it seems to me the marriage ceremony itself 
ought to be a pretty good directive toward proper sharing, if only 
participants weren’t so excited they were numb while it was 
going on. 

But they are usually in one state of unconscivusness or another, 
and because of that, a retired minister, Martin Alvah Hovey Wood, 
D. D., College Park, has published a little booklet called “Our 
Marriage Service” ...a “Gift for the Bride,’ which will take the 
joined couple into many a year of beautiful promises. 

Dr. Wood developed the service when he noticed fathers were 
often too weak to give away their daughters with the response, 
“I do.” so it could be heard, and changed the wording to “Whom the 
father now gives.”’ Then he decided that the old expressions, “‘man 
and wife,” “to have and to hold,” “to cleave unto,” belonged in 
the century of Blackstone, and tried some substitutes for them. 

The result is a delicate bit of inspiration. 

Excerpts from it: ‘“‘Marriage is a joyous occasion, connected 
in our hearts with the magic charm of home and with all that is 
pleasant and attractive in the most tender and sacred relationship 
known to this life, and love makes a happy home.” 

“In the Holy Bible, you will find the counsel that you will both 
need, and happy are those who can say with the Psalmist, “Thy 
Word is a lamp unto my feet and light unto my path.” 

It is the kind of service that moved a student of Mercer Uni- 
versity to say to the minister: “If I had heard this ceremony 10 
years ago I would have been a better husband and father.” 

Since then, Dr. Wood has heard that sentiment again and again.

Designs by Tech Students Win 


In a competition sponsored by 
House & Garden, student archi- 
tects at Georgia Tech designed 
small houses for a young cou- 
ple with two children. Decem- 
ber House & Garden features 


the results in a story on the two 


top winners of the competition, 
Joseph N. Smith, III, and Mark 
G. Hampton. 

Specific requirements were 
given to guide the designs. To 
make the program realistic, an 
actual property near Atlanta 
was chosen as the site; and stu- 
dents were able to develop their 
plans in relation to real topogra- 
phy and climate. The imaginary 
family, a young advertising ex- 
ecutive with an income of about 
$10,000, his wife and ch..dren 
ot five and seven years, wanted 
plenty of play space, living 
areas closely related to gardens 
and terraces, and at least 1,000 
cubic feet of storage. The over- 
all size of the plan was limited 
to 2,000 square feet. 

The first prize house by Jo- 
seph N. Smith, III, consists of 
two parts linked by the en- 
trance, which has a small gal- 
lery for the current art work of 
the owner. One section is re- 
served for sleeping, and includes 
a master bedroom and dressing 
room, bedrooms for each child 
which extend out to enclcse a 
part of the terrace, a generous- 
size bathroom, and space for a 
small heating unit. <A folding 
wall divides the children’s ter- 
race at night and can be opened 
to provide : large indoor play 
space in the daytime. A pleas- 
ant sun cove adjoins this terrace 
and overlooks the wide play 


tains a study-guest room, living 
and dining room, kitchen with 
breakfast nook, and a locker 
for the part-time maid. The 
dining end of the living room 
opens on a wide terrace suitable 
for entertaining. A carport is 
formed by the extension of the 
roof, and space is provided for 
easy turn-around and parking 
of two cars. 

Construction materials are 
simple and practical. Instead of 
a basement, the house has a con- 
crete slab base imbedded with 
radiant heating coils. Wood 
frame construction is surfaced 
with weatherproof plywood on 
the outside, plaster or plywood 
on the inside. One large stone 
chimney has two fireplaces side 
by side; one opens to the living 
room and the other to the ter- 
race outside. Large areas of 
glass are used, while a roof over- 
hang prevents glare. 

Second prize winner Mark G. 
Hampton designed a more for- 
mal house with an L-shaped

frame with grayed vertical pine |

Be- 
cause the house is built on two 
levels, the living, dining and 
study area’ achieve a more indi- 
vidual identity. The living room 
has a high, sloping ceiling with a 
trellis of beams extending out- 
side to form a sunshade. The 
dining alcove’s ceiling is lower, 
and it has a carpeted floor to 
contrast with the gray stone of 
the living room. 

Four steps up from the living 
room, the study overlooks a 
small garden pool outside. A 
terrace extends from the living 
room past the bedrooms, and the 
dining alcove has its own terrace 
for outdoor dining. The sleep- 
ing plan is similar to that of the 
other house, but here the chil- 
dren’s rooms are divided entire- 
ly by an accordion wall which 
will be replaced later by a solid 
partition. The kitchen overlooks 
the front entrance and is at 
right angles to the sleeping 
wing. The rear of the kitchen 
opens on a grassy garden court 
with a potting bench for the 
wife of the house.

Turkey Carvin

Long ago carving was the 
privilege and responsibility of 
only noblemen. History and cus- 
tom switched things around un- 
til women did carving. Now 
vogue has re-established carv- 
ing as a gentlemanly art to be 
done at the dining room table. 

Carving is a co-operative ven- 
ture, the wife must buy and 
cook the turkey properly and 
the husband must carve and 
serve it properly. This might be 
the time to make a pledge for 
harmonious family relationship. 
A wife should pledge never to 
serve an overdone turkey on an 
over-garnished platter. A hus- 
band should pledge to have a 
sharp knife and to carve cor- 
rectly. 


TIPS TO THE HOSTESS 


These tips will help the host 
do his job well: 


1. Cook it right! Well-cooked 
turkey is easier carved .than 
turkey which is overdorfe, or 
underdone. A turkey is easier 
to carve if the roasted bird 
“rests” 15 to 30 minutes be- 
fore carving. 

2. Use a large, flat platter 
and don’t .vercrowd or over- 
garnish the platter. 

3. Place the turkey platter— 

- breast of bird at left—directly 
above the hot plates in front 
of the host—or place the 
plates to his left and the plat- 
ter in front of him. 

4. Rearrange the iost’s place 
silver and dishes to prevent 
an accident while carving. 

5. Place a sharp, thin carv- 
ing knife at the right of the 
piatter and a long-tined fork 
at left of platter. 


Perhaps a rule of etiquette 
belongs in here. If the carver 
Starts well, is at ease doing the 
job, then let him have the spot- 
light. If not, then you’d better 
be spritely and talk to divert 
ittention.

When returning the partially 
carved turkey to the oven to 
keep it hot, replace it in the 
roasting pan. Don’t put platter 
and carving utensils in a heated 
oven. 

Don’t, under any =  circum- 
stances, allow the turkey, dress- 
ing or gravy to stand in the 
kitchen after dinner. Get them 
in the refrigerator as fast as 
possible. 

Before you put them away, 
remove all dressing from turkey 
and put it in a covered bowl. 
Wrap the entire bird in waxed 
paper, if only one side has been 
carved; otherwise, remove re- 
maining meat from the bones 
and cover well. If you plan to 
make turkey soup, crack the 
bones, wrap well and refrig- 
erate. 

When reheating turkey or 
dressing, be sure they are heated 
all the way through. 

Much research has been done 
on this because often food 
poisoning has been traced to the 
improper care of the bird, stuff- 
ing, or gravy. 

No one can tell whether or 
not a food is likely to make you 
ill (if you eat it) by the taste, 
smell, feel, or appearance. A 
recent research report’ says, 
“When turkeys or other fowl 
are prepared, do not permit the 
stuffing or dressing to be held 
at temperatures between 50 and 


130 degrees because dressing, 
gravy,
